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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because all rectangular boxes in Fig. 3 should be 
labeled. Box 103 for example, should have the label or legend "controller". See 37 CFR 
1.83. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Leussler P.N. 6,650,118. 

Leussler discloses an RF coil system for a MRI apparatus. Applicant's attention is 
directed to Fig. 1 and corresponding description. The system features: 
an object space for receiving an object 102 to be examined; 

a main magnet system (see poles 100 and 101) for generating a main magnetic field in 
the object 102, a gradient magnet system 103 for generating gradients of the main 
magnetic field in the object space; 

a plurality of transmit coils (1-1 0), located adjacent the object space 

a coil drive circuit 105 for generating a plurality of individual coil drive 

signals characterized in that the individual coil drive signals are generated by the coil 

drive circuit so as to have a substantially identical shape, the system having 

controllable means 107 for individually setting the amplitude and/or phase of each 
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of said coil drive signals and a controller 1 1 0 for controlling said controllable 
means. See also, lines 9-53 of col. 5 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Zhu, Boskamp and Kurpad et al. all disclose systems for 
controlling RF resonators in the MRI environment. Note the abstract of each disclosure.
